Ollieer  ol  Health  lor  l lie  Year  1954. 

I he \ear  1954  was  a busy  one  for  the  Health  Department.  Much,  of 
the  Department’s  time  was  occupied  with  infectious  disease  investiga- 
tions, housing  inspections  ol  slum  clearance  areas  and  inspections  of  food 
premises  in  anticipation  ol  new  Food  and  Drugs  legislation. 

l he  main  vital  statistic's  lor  1954  continued  to  maintain  the  improve- 
ment shown  in  recent  years.  l he  population  ol  the  Borough  continues 
to  rise;  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  general  death  rate,  infant  mortality 
rate,  still  birth  rate  and  the  maternal  mortality  rate.  The  birth  rate  and 
the  tuberculosis  deal h rate  both  rose  slight  1 v . 

Over  the  last  10  vears  the  population  of  the  Borough  has  risen 
steadily  vear  bv  vear  from  26,190  in  1945  to  29,100  in  mtd-1954.  This 
year  s increase  was  170,  and  the  natural  increase  (excess  ol  births  over 
deaths)  was  302  as  compared  with  250  in  1953.  The  live  birth  rate  rose 
from  21.05  last  vear  to  21.99  per  1,000  population. 

The  general  death  rate  I cl  1 Irom  12.41  per  1,000  population  last  year 
to  11.27.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough.  The 
average*  rate  for  the-  last  10  vears  is  12.99  as  compared  with  15.02  lot 
the  years  1935-1944. 

A total  of  645  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
throughout  the  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  232  on  1953.  file  most 
prevalent  notifiable  disease  was  measles  with  most  cases  occurring  in  the 
spring  and  earlv  summer.  W hooping  cough  was  the  second  most 
prevalent  disease.  Sporadic  and  isolated  lamilv  outbreaks  ol  dysentery 
necessitated  main  enc|uiries  and  a constant  search  lor  possible  carriers. 
25  caos  were  notified  in  (arrow. 

W hilst  only  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  (arrow  during  the 
year  85  cases  o currcd  in  the  Tyneside  conurbation.  Throughout  1954 
health  departments  in  the  North  of  England  co-operated  with  the

I ) nrin,g  t he  year  unavailing  efforts  were  made  to  increase  t he  sanitary 
inspectorate  to  meet  the  increased  work  resulting  from  the  Housing  Rents 
an  j Repairs  \ct  and  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Shortage  of  staff 
in  Rubik  Health  I )epart  ment  s is  not  new;  sanitary  inspectors  and  health 
visitors  have  been  in  short  supply  since  the  commencement  of  World 
War  II,  and  in  1951  n was  iound  necessary  to  review  the  appointments 
ol  medical  officers  ol  health  to  County  Districts  in  order  to  economise  in 
medical  man-power. 

Since  the  inception  ol  the  National  Health  Service  in  1948,  three 
services  have  been  competing  lor  doctors  and  two  for  nurses,  to  the 
detriment  ol  the  Public  Health  Service.  When  Regional  Hospital 
Boards  took  over  local  authority  hospitals  in  1948,  it  was  generally  agreed 
that  most  local  authorities  administered  them  efficiently  within  the 
resources  at  their  disposal.  Should  Local  Authority  Health  Services 
become  gravely  impaired  by  lack  of  staff,  may  not  Regional  Hospital 
Boards  or  some  other  agency  have  a much  stronger  case  for  taking  them 
over  than  in  1948? 

Preventive  health  services  are  essentially  local  in  character  and  should 
be  administered  by  local  authorities  whose  size  and  functions  are  com- 
patible with  modern  needs  and  conditions.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Guillebaud  Committee  which  is  at  present  considering  co-ordination  and 
integration  between  the  three  branches  of  the  National  Health  Service — • 
the  General  Practitioner  Service,  the  Hospital  Service  and  the  Local 
Authority  Health  Service — will  offer  opportunities  for  local  authorities 
to  strengthen  their  preventive  health  services. 

\\  Idle  it  is  realised  that  the  strengthening  of  Local  Authority  Health 
Services  depends  on  Local  Government  re-organisation,  I feel  the  time  is 
opportune  to  stress  the  danger  which  may  be  nearer  than  is  realised,  of  the 
smaller  local  authorities  losing  their  existing  preventive  health  services 
if  the\  do  not  fulfil  the  demands  made  on  them  by  the  other  two  branches 
of  the  National  Health  Service. 

1 desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  C hairman.  Members  ol  the 
Committees,  officials  of  the  Borough,  and  the  staff  ol  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  invaluable  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

(2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area. 

Idle  Borough  of  Jarrow  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape.  Idle  East 
and  West  boundaries  are  contiguous  with  those  ol  South  Shields  County 
Borough  and  Heiiburn  Urban  District  respertiycly,  while  the  Newcastle 
Sunderland  Railway  line  delineates  Jarrow  from  Boldon  Urban  District. 

1 he  Bi\cr  I \ lie  forms  the  northern  boundary.  1 his  w ater-iron!  is 
about  2 miles  lone;  and  contains  a large  steel  works,  ship  building-  anil 
repair  yards  and  an  oil  wharf.  The  eastern  end  is  formed  by  the  jarrow 
Slake  where  timber  yards  oecup\  150  acres.  A yehicular  ferry  and 
pedestrian  tunnel  link  Jarrow  with  Wallsend.  Future  deyelopment 
enyisages  a large  yehicular  tunnel  linking  Durham  Count)  with  North- 
umberland. near  this  pedestrian  tunnel. 

fin  northern  third  of  the  Borough  between  the  Rieer  and  the  New- 
eastle-South  Shields  Electric  Railway,  is  the  most  congested  part  of  the 
town  and  many  of  the  houses  are  at  least  80  years  old. 

I lie  houses  adjoining  the  rixerside  work's  are  sub-standard  and  are 
being  considered  for  slum  clearance.  Because  of  shortage  of  land  for 
re-housing  in  the  Borough,  much  of  this  area  will  need  to  be  cleared  and 
re-de\  eloped. 

I he  houses  in  the  remaining  two-thirds  ol  the  Borough  have  been 
built  in  this  Century.  The  population  density  and  house  density  of  this 
area  is  approximately  about  half  that  of  the  northern  third  of  the 
B irough.

I lie  general  housing  of  ail  oi  the  County  population  is,  on  an 
average  ot  rooms  per  person,  neither  better  nor  worse  than  it  was  in 
1911.  But  while  this  is  so  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  housing  conditions 
in  Durham  were  amongst  the  worst  in  the  country  in  1911,  and  that  the 
present  Count \ average  of  0.77  rooms  per  person  is  far  lower  than  am 
other  similar  countv  aggregate  so  far  published  i i respect  ol  th  192! 
Census. 

Moreover,  comparison  between  1911  and  1921  >1  the  families  living 
under  overcrowded  conditions  ol  more  than  2 persons  per  room  shows 
that  the  actual  number  of  families  and  persons  has  increased,  and  that 
the  population  of  persons  living  under  such  conditions  w hich  was  29.2% 
in  1911,  or  more  than  9 times  the  corresponding  populations  lor  Kngland 
and  \\  ales  as  a whole,  has  further  worsened  to  29.5"„.

I he  r;ite  ol  reduction,  \ iz. , I mm  29.5  per  cent . of  the  total  populat  ion 
in  1921  to  20.3  per  cent,  in  1931  shows  14- real  impro\'ement  over  the 
increase  occurring  in  the  previous  d • • ade  (29.2  per  cent,  in  191  1 to  29.5 
per  cent . in  1921 ) 

In  respect  of  room  accommodation,  Stockton  R.D.  claims  first  place 
with  a general  average  ol  5.16  rooms  per  dwelling-.  At  the  other  end 
stands  Hebburn  C.D  with  a minimum  of  3.20  rooms  followed  bv  {arrow 
M.B.  (3.22)  and  Felling  C.D.  (3.27). 

1951. 

Population. 

In  the  pre-war  period,  1931-9,  the  resident  population  of  Durham  as 
a whole  decreased  by  3.2  per  cent,  in  contrast  to  an  increase  of  3.7  per 
cent,  in  the  resident  population  of  England  and  Wales.  The  decrease 
was  not  evenly  spread  over  the  County.  The  main  decreases  occurred  in 
the  group  of  areas  contained  in  the  Tyneside  conurbation  which 
experienced  a reduction  o!  4.9  per  cent. 

Private  Households. 

The  average  number  ol  persons  per  private  household  is  now  3.40  as 
compared  with.  4.04  in  1931,  the  population  recorded  in  private  house- 
holds having  decreased  bv  1.2  per  cent,  while  the  number  ol  households 
increased  by  17.3  per  cent,  to  a total  of  422,153. 

The  percentage  of  persons  living  at  densit  ies  ol  over  two  persons  per 
room  has  declined  for  the  County  as  a whole  from  20.29  in  1931  to  5.49

’ lie  areas  with  the  highest  proportions  ol  population  living'  at  over  2 
persons  per  room  in  1951  were  Cateshead  (9.45  per  cent),  Bishop  Auck- 
land (9.2S),  low  Law  (8.14),  Hebburn  (7.81),  Jarrow  (7.78)  and  Sunder- 
land (7.55). 

Piped  Water. 

18  per  cent,  ol  households  in  the  County  were  reported  as  being  with- 
out exclusive  use  ol  a piped  water  supply.  This  compared  with  17  per 
cent,  lor  hngland  and  Wales. 

Deficiencies  in  availability  of  piped  water  were  greatest  on  Tyneside, 
in  Sunderland  and  adjacent  areas,  in  the  Hartlepools  and  in  certain  rural 
districts.  Areas  with  highest  percentages  ol  households  in  undivided 
occupations  entirely  without  water  supplies  were  Weardale  R.D.  (26), 
Sunderland  R.D.  (23),  Sunderland  C.B.  (2f),  Jarrow  (20),  and  Hartle- 
pool M.B.,  South  Shields,  Darlington  R.D.,  Boldon,  Hebburn,  Seaham, 
Houghton  le  Spring,  West  Hartlepool  C.B.,  (each  with  between  9 and  14 
per  cent)  ; areas  with  the  highest  percentages  for  households  in  undivided 
occupations  sharing  piped  water  were  (iateshead  (10),  Hartlepool  M.B. 
(9),  Stanley,  Bishop  Auckland,  (each  8);  South  Shields,  Jarrow,  Hebburn, 
Felling,  (each  7). 

Cooking  Stove. 

5 per  cent,  of  the  households  of  the  County  are  without  exclusive  use 
of  cooking  stoves,  be  comparison  w ith  7 per  cent,  lor  England  & Wales. 

Kitchen  Sink. 

19  per  cent,  of  households  in  the  County  were  without  exclusive  use 
of  a kitchen  sink,  by  comparison  with  13  per  cent,  for  England  and  \\  ales 
as  a whole. 

Water  Closet. 

19  per  cent,  of  households  in  the  County  were  reported  as  being  with- 
out exclusive  use  of  a water  closet.  This  is  a little  below  the  correspond- 
ing figure  of  21  percent,  for  England  and  Wales. 

Conditions  in  the  Tyneside  area,  in  the  urban  areas  on  Tees-side,  in 
the  Hartlepools,  Sunderland,  Seaham  and  in  Durham  M.B.,  were  good 
in  the  sense  that  fewer  than  2 per  cent,  of  households  in  undivided  occu- 
pations were  entirely  without  waterclosets,  and  alter  South  Shields  the 
highest  proportion  ol  such  households  sharing-  a water  closet  w as  13  per 
cent . for  Jarrow.

Service  pipes  are  laid  on  to  all  premises  within  the  Borough,  but  in 
a proportion  ol  the  older  dwelling  houses  the  pipes  are  carried  only  into 
the  yards  and  not  actually  into  the  houses.  There  is  no  evidence  of  the 
water  having  anv  plumbo-solvent  action.

Spi  eia!  tests  were  applied  to  this  sample  in  order  to  find  whether 
there  was  any  evidence  ol  drainage  connected  with  possible  leakage  from 
(las  Works,  but  no  cveidcnce  ol  this  was  obtained,  and  the  fact  that  the 
Clostridium  \\  elcliii  test  afforded  such  clear  evidence  of  the  presence  of 
drainage  associated  with  faecal  contamination,  together  with  analytical 
data,  leaves  me  in  no  doubt  that  the  water  Irom  this  Sump  is  undoubtedly 
associated  n some  wav  with  Sewage. 

It  is  suggested  that  some  Tracer,  such  as  h'osin,  should  be  intro- 
duced into  the  sewers  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  premises  at  some  point 
convenientlv  close,  in  order  to  see  il  there  is  am  evidence  ol  seepage  to 
be  obtained  in  this  way’’. 

Thorough  investigations  and  tests  were  carried  out  but  no  definite 
cause  was  found.  Since  this  time  no  further  complaints  were  received.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  the  Report  upon  the  work  carried 
out  in  my  section  of  t he  Department  during'  the  year  1954. 

Die  outstanding  feature  has  been  the  Jarrow  (Stead  Street)  Clear- 
ance Area  comprising  205  houses,  which  took  up  much  time  on  inspection 
work.  This,  with  the  inspection  and  re-inspection  of  individual  unfit 
houses  has  taken  up  a disproportionate  amount  of  the  inspectors’  time. 

The  development  of  the  Council’s  Housing  Estates,  with  increased 
distances  to  travel,  has  meant  that  less  time  has  been  spent  on  Food 
Inspection. 

It  is  regretted  that  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain  an  additional  sani- 
tary inspector,  because  there  are  some  sections  ol  our  work  that  should 
be  receiving  more  attention  than  is  possible  with  a depleted  qualified  staff.

There  is  no  ques- 
tion of  the  bottle  not  passing  through  the  washer,  and  the  substance 
adhering  to  one  side  of  the  bottle,  which  obviously  was  the  cause  of 
complaint,  is  adhered  to  the  glass  so  that  the  washer  would  not  remove 
same,  otherwise  the  bottle  would  be  sterile.  We  have  taken  the  oppor- 
tunity of  showing  this  to  the  operators  on  the  machine  to  keep  a special 
look  out  for  such  bottles’.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 


I lie  number  ol  inlcctious  diseases  notified  increased  from  413  last 
year  to  645.  The  incidence  in  measles  showed  the  largest  increase.  The 
notified  new  cases  oi  pulmonary  tuberculosis  fell  from  82  last  year  to  51. 

Increases  which  occurred  on  the  annual  figures  for  1953  were 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  (1),  Dysentery  (21),  and  Measles  (335). 

Decreases  occurred  in  the  notification  ot  the  following'  diseases: — 
Scarlet  Fever  (1),  Pneumonia  (33),  W hooping  Cough  (57),  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  (31)  and  Non- Respiratory  Tuberculosis  (2'. 

1.  Scarlet  Fever. 

Phe  number  ol  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  7.  No  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital.  Phe  disease  continues  to  he  mild  and  there  were 
no  deaths. 

2.  Pneumonia. 

Phe  highest  age  group  incidence  was  in  persons  over  65  years  (26% 
of  total  cases).  16.6%  of  cases  occurred  in  the  25-45  age  groups.  Two 
infants  under  one  year  were  notified. 

3.  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Seven  cases  which  occurred  in  hospital  practice  were  notified. 

4.  Dysentery. 

The  ages  of  cases  ranged  from  a few  months  to  29  years.  There 
was  no  preponderance  of  confirmed  cases  in  any  one  age  group.  88  per- 
sons were  investigated  throughout  the  year  and  64%  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  the  early  winter  months.  In  seven  families  other  members  became 
infected,  while  in  six  the  confirmed  case  was  a single  isolated  one.  63 
persons  comprising  35  families,  were  investigated  and  found  tree  from 
infection.  In  all  cases  the  organism  responsible  for  the  infection  was 
salmonella  shigella  sonnei.  The  infection  was  mild  in  most  eases  with 
little  constitutional  upset. 

5.  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  notified.  Each  had  some  degree  of  paralysis  and 
were  attending  for  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

6.  Meningococcal  Infection. 

One  case  was  citified  during  the  year.

10.  Influenza. 

\i  the  beginning  ol  November  it  became  apparent  that  a number  of 
eases  ol  true  influenza  were  occurring  amongst  the  population,  inquiries 
were  made  a>  to  tile  extent  ol  the  disease,  and  some  of  the  general  prac- 
titioners and  Mi.  Kendal,  Divisional  lulucalion  Ollicer,  have  kindly 
supplied  the  following  details:  — 

I he  peak  week  lor  absence  Irom  school  was  that  ending  19th  Nov- 
ember, 1954.  During  tins  period  the  average  attendance  lor  the  division 
was  72.1k',,.  \ I lowing  lor  other  seasonal  illness  it  is  assumed  that  2,400 

scholars,  mainly  infants  and  juniors,  were  absent  during  the  week,  out 
ol  a total  roll  of  12,500  in  the  division. 

In  two  practices,  one  large  and  one  medium-sized,  it  was  noted  that 
practically  all  the  patients  seen  in  November  were  school  children.  In 
the  large  practice  this  number  ran  into  several  hundreds.  All  the  cases 
were  mild  with  coryza  and  headache  lasting  about  4 dav  s.  In  the  smaller 
practice  the  respiratory  type  of  the  disease  was  seen  twice  us  often  as 
the  gastro-intestinal.  Of  the  total  cases  seen  between  late  September 
and  the  end  of  the  vear,  one-quarter  were  pre-school  children  and  slightly 
less  than  one-third  school  children. 

The  concensus  of  opinion  amongst  the  general  practitioners  was  that 
school  children  were  the  chiel  victims  of  tlie  disease;  lew  pre-school 
children  or  adults  were  allected  ; that  there  were  practically  no  complica- 
tions m children  and  their  recovery  from  the  symptoms  was  rapid;  that  a 
frequent  svmptom  in  school  children  was  nose-bleeding  ; and  that  the 
seasonal  incidence  of  upper  respiratory  infection  was  no  higher  than 
usual.

Ring  Worm.
